A NAPOLEONIC  MEMENTO 
FROM  PORTUGAL 


It  is  a traditional  fact  that  Portugal 
is  a natural  ally  of  Great  Britain. 

This  has  been  proven  in  many  wars 
for  several  centuries.  Whether  this 
is  due  to  Portugal's  geographical 
nearness  to  the  British  Isles,  or  her 
frequent  economic  support  for  the 
usually  badly-managed  Portuguese 
treasury,  it  is  difficult  to  say.  But 
Portugal  has  never  in  modern  history 
gone  to  war  against,  or  allied  herself 
with  an  enemy  of  England.  At  the  very 
worst,  she  has  been  neutral,  as  in 
World  War  II. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  19th 
Century,  Napoleon  Bonaparte  en- 
visioned building  an  empire  reaching 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Volga.  This 
included  the  Pyrrenneeic  Penninsula, 
of  course,  and  also  necessitated  the 
destruction  of  Great  Britain  as  a sea 
power.  For  it  was  England's  navy 
that  defended  the  long  and  arduous 
Portuguese  coast.  Spain,  Portugal's 
neighbor  to  the  east,  did  no  more 
relish  the  inclusion  in  the  French  Em- 
pire than  did  Portugal,  but  Spain  had 
been  forced  to  accept  Napoleon's 
brother  Joseph  as  king,  and  her  legi- 
timate ruler  Ferdinand  rallied  his 
forces  in  the  provinces,  often  with 
British  arms  support. 

Portugal  was  officially  neutral,  but 
Napoleon  took  no  chances . He  could 
not  hold  Spain  without  also  holding  the 
coast  of  Portugal.  Thus  the  Penninsu- 
lar  War  of  1808  to  1814  brought  an  in- 
vasion of  Portuguese  territory  followed 
by  active  support  of  the  English . 

The  British  landed  with  troops  and 
cannon  and  many  a battle  was  fought 
in  the  often  Inaccessible  hills  of  the 
Spanish-Portuguese  penninsula.  It  was 
in  a sense  a war  favoring  the  defenders 
since  the  natives  of  the  two  countries 
hated  the  French  oppressors  almost  to 
a man.  Outside  of  Madrid,  very  few 
French  officers  dared  travel  alone  and 
sniping  was  a common  occurance . 

In  the  end,  Napoleon's  hold  on  the 
Spanish  penninsula  weakened.  There 
was  no  time  to  reinforce  his  position. 
The  battle  of  Leipzig  in  1813  had  shown 
the  handwriting  on  the  wall.  Napoleon's 
strength  was  spent.  By  1814  he  was 
consolidating  his  position  in  Europe. 
The  Pennlnsular  War  was  being  won  by 
the  Portuguese,  the  Spanish,  and  their 
British  friends. 

A hundred  years  after  the  war, 
Portugal  decided  to  issue  a dollar  size 
stiver  coin  valued  at  1,000  Reis,  to 
commemorate  the  war  which,  in  a

foreign  oppression. 

On  the  coin,  Issued  in  limited  num- 
bers, we  find  the  head  of  the  ruler, 
Emanuel  II  on  the  obverse  and  a trophy 
consisting  of  a Portuguese  Coat  of 
Arms  superimposed  on  a British 
cannon  covered  by  a British  lion  shield. 
The  inscription  refers  to  the  Centen- 
nial of  the  Pennlnsular  War.

THE  STORY  OF  THE  MILREIS 

Until  a few  years  ago,  the  term 
"Mllreis"  meant  money  current  in 
Brazil.  Then  President  Vargas  decided 
to  change  the  inflation -plagued  unit  to 
a smaller  denomination  called  the 
Cruzeiro. 

Every  currency,  except  a few  stal- 
warts like  the  Dollar  or  Swiss  Franc, 
go  through  a gradual  development  of 
Inflation.  A French  Franc  was  once  a 
dollar- size  coin  and  is  now  worth  only 
a fraction  of  a Cent.  Thus,  in  Brazil, 
the  Milreis  had  gotten  to  a point  where 
too  many  of  them  were  needed  to  make 
up  a sizeable  sum.  But  even  the 
Milreis  was  a composite  unit.  Meaning 
actually  1,  000  Reis,  It  derived  from  a 
Portuguese  coin  of  the  same  name,  Jist 
as  Brazil  was  a Colony  of  Portugal 
until  1823. 


In  Portugal,  the  1,  000  Reis  coin  was 
a silver  Dollar  until  1910.  After  that 
the  Escudo  replaced  it. 

At  the  height  of  its  career,  a 1,000 
Reis  coin  was  a handsome  piece  of 
silver.  It  literally  represented  1,  000 
Reales,  the  Real  originally  being  a 
small  silver  piece  bearing  the  king’s 
portrait  and  a castle.  Never  issued  in 
too  large  a quantity,  the  Portuguese 
Dollars  showed  the  portrait  of  the  king, 
either  Louis  or  Charles,  and  the  date, 
on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  side 
the  Coat  of  Arms  and  value  were 
placed . 

The  Portuguese  Coat  of  Arms  shows 
four  crossed  shields  surrounded  by 
towers,  representing  the  divisions  of 
the  country.

SYMBOL  OF  UNDERSTANDING 

During  the  Roman  Republic,  two 
Consuls  ruled  jointly.  They  had  to  get 
along  with  each  other.  In  fact,  the 
very  idea  of  having  two  men  at  the  helm 
of  the  state  was  to  assure  that  unity 
was  preserved. 

When  the  Empire  replaced  the 
Republic  around  the  time  of  Christ, one 
man  became  paramount  ruler.  For 
two- hundred  years,  Rome  was  a state 
governed  essentially  by  the  whims  of 
one  man.  Occasional  co-regency  by 
the  sons  or  brothers  of  the  monarch 
never  got  to  the  point  where  equality 
of  rulers  existed.  Being  a "Caesar" 
or  junior  partner  simply  meant  just 
that,  and  a kind  of  on-the-job  training

for  the  next  in  line.  When  the  Empire 
spread  to  the  four  corners  of  the  then 
known  world,  however,  it  became 
physically  impossible  for  one  man  to 
oversee  all  of  it. 

Having  two  colleagues  became  a 
necessity  and  again  unity  between  them 
was  the  watchword.  One  of  the  first 
to  have  a true  working  partnership  was 
Emperor  Valerian  and  his  son 
Gallienus,  who  ruled  jointly  from 
253  to  260,  when  the  father  fell  into 
the  hands  of  the  Persians.  After  that 
date,  Gallienus  ruled  alone.  It  is 
noteworthy  to  add  that  his  sole  ruler- 
ship  was  catastrophic  whereas  his 
joint  rule  held  been  reasonably  secure. 
A few  years  later,  Diocletian  revairped 
the  Empire  officially  and  placed  it 
under  two  Senior  and  two  Junior  rulers 
or  Emperors  with  equal  powers  to 
rule  one  quarter  of  the  realm. 

Unity  between  ruling  partners  was 
such  a desire  among  Romans  that  a 
temple  was  built  and  dedicated  to  the 
Goddess  of  Unity,  Concordia.  Count- 
less coins  bear  the  fiture  of  the  god- 
dess or  a symbol  with  the  same 
message.  One  of  the  most  eloquent 
of  these  symbols  is  a pair  of  clasped 
hands.  This  type  made  its  appearance 
sporadically  as  early  as  the  first 
century  A.D.  but  it  obtained  real 
meaning  for  the  first  time  when  Rome 
had  a trio  of  rulers  in  238  A.D. , 
Balbinus,  Pupienus  and  young  Gordian.

The  silver  or  billon  antoniniani  of 
Gallienus  and,  of  course,  also  of  his 
father  Valerian,  with  the  clasped 
hands -unity  type,  are  well  executed . 
They  belong  to  the  earlier  part  of  their 
joint  reign.  It  must  be  said  that  the 
partnership  worked  and  the  clasped 
hands  type  was  no  empty  symbol  of 
propaganda. 

The  coins  are  relatively  scarce  as 
compared  to  the  many  other  types  met 
with  in  this  period .
